Sir: 

Pursuant to 37 C.F.R. § 1.48, originally named inventors Edward 
J. Gough and Alan A. Stein submit this petition to add Stuart D. 
Edwards as a joint named inventor in the above-referenced patent 
application. This petition is accompanied by (1) a Verified Statement of 
Facts and Consent of Change of Inventorship by originally named 
inventors Edward J. Gough and Alan A. Stein establishing when the 
error in inventorship, made without deceptive intent, was discovered 
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and how it occurred, (2) a new inventorship declaration executed by 
newly named inventor Stuart D. Edwards and originally named inventors 
Edward J. Gough and Alan A. Stein , (3) a Declaration by Stuart D. 
Edwards, (4) consent of the assignee, ZoMed International, Inc. and (5) 
the proper fee as set forth in 37 C.F.R. § 1 .17(h) of $1 30. 

As explained in the attached declarations, when the above- 
referenced application was filed, it was believed that Stuart D. Edwards 
had been named as a joint inventor. Circumstances necessitated filing 
the above-referenced application in an expedited manner. In the rush to 
file the application, Stuart D. Edwards was inadvertently omitted as a 
named inventor. At no time was there any deceptive intent in omitting 
Stuart D. Edwards as a named inventor. 

When reviewing the above-referenced application in December 
1996 the Petitioners discovered that Stuart D. Edwards had been 
inadvertently omitted as a named inventor. The above-referenced 
application is a continuation-in-part of U.S. Patent Application Serial 
No. 08/290,031, now U.S. Patent No. 5,536,267 (hereafter the " '267 
Patent") for which Stuart D. Edwards is a named co-inventor and the 
present invention was intended to be filed with Stuart D. Edwards as a 
named co-inventor. It was always believed that Mr. Edwards was a 
named co-inventor of the above-referenced application, as evidenced 
that the above-referenced application of the '267 Patent, but the error in 
his omission was only discovered in December 1996. When the error 
was discovered, Paul Davis was promptly requested to add Stuart D. 
Edwards as one of the named inventors. The present Petition to 
Correct Inventorship is filed diligently after the discovery of the omission 
of Stuart D. Edwards as a named inventor. 

The Verified Statement by the original named inventors, along 
with the declaration of Stuart D. Edwards set forth satisfactory facts 
demonstrating that the omission of Stuart D. Edwards as a joint inventor 
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was inadvertent and made without deceptive intent. For these 
reasons, favorable action on this petition is respectfully solicited.

1 . I, Edward J. Gough, am currently employed by ZoMed 
International, Inc. where I hold the position of Vice President of 
Engineering. 
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2. I, Alan A. Stein was President of ZoMecl International until 
October of 1996. 

3. We were either consultants or employees of ZoMed 
International, Inc. at the time the invention described and claimed in the 
above-referenced patent application was made. 

4. We worked with Stuart D. Edwards on the conceptions of 
the inventions claimed in the above-referenced application. At the time 
the above-referenced application was being prepared and filed, we 
believed that Stuart D. Edwards was being named as one of the joint- 
inventors. Circumstances necessitated that the above-referenced 
patent application be prepared and filed in an expedited manner.
